A mob of loyalists, urged on by Presi- 
dent Donald Trump, stormed the Capitol 
on Wednesday, halting for hours Con- 
gress’ counting of the electoral votes to 
confirm President-elect Joe Biden’s vic- 
tory and prompting police to evacuate 
lawmakers in a scene of violence and 
chaos that shook the core of American 
democracy. 

There was no parallel in modern U.S. 
history, with insurgents acting in the 
president’s name vandalizing House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s office, smashing 
windows, looting art and briefly taking 
control of the Senate chamber, where 
they took turns posing for photographs 
with fists up on the rostrum where Vice 
President Mike Pence had just presided.

The upheaval unfolded on a day when 
Democrats secured a stunning pair of 
victories in runoff elections in Georgia, 
winning effective control of the Senate 
and the complete levers of power in
